To the Croydon Community: 


2019 was a tumultuous year for the town. lan and I, being appointed, have 
had to learn a great deal on how our town government operates. The next 
unexpected event happened; Jim Britton, the town treasurer passed away. 
Issues with the radio equipment in the police cruiser requiring replacement 
also happened during the summer. | attended multiple training sessions 
provided by the New Hampshire Municipal Association in the process of 
learning how to do the job as chairman. This training was important to 
ensure we followed all the rules. 


We have had multiple situations at the transfer station that required our 
attention. The legislature passed new levels for contaminates that are 
tested for in the monitoring wells of the closed land fill. The additional 
testing is increasing the cost of the monitoring. 


Setting the town tax rate with the assistance of Department of Revenue 
Administration (DRA) was accomplished. It turned out to be a drawn-out 
process due to the school district obtaining an extension and we had to 
wait until their numbers were submitted. Work on the budget began and 
has taken an extra amount of time due to none of us having been through 
the process before. We have ensured the bills were paid and multiple 
complaints addressed. An ordinance prohibiting dumping of snow on 
traveled lanes was passed and enforced. The property by Ryder Corner 
was sold.

2019 Bookkeeper’s Report 


Certificates of Deposit: 


The interest rates for CDs peaked during 2019 and have since started a slow 
decline. During 2019 we were able to continue earning in the 2-2.25% range. 
Looking forward into 2020 we anticipate the rates will be in the 1.75-2% range. 


Stock Market: 


As noted in last year’s report the balances at year end 2018 were down, but in 
January 2019 bounced back. During 2019 we saw even higher stock prices. Our 
stock funds had market gains averaging 27%. This is represented by the capital 
gains, which are added to principal, and the per share price of the specific funds. 
In addition, the funds returned about 1.9% in dividends throughout the year. 


Henry J Sawyer Fund: 


Approximately 30% of the Henry J Sawyer Fund was allocated to the stock market 
($354,204.33) initially. Its value as of December 31, 2019 had grown to 
$984,681.91. This represents an increase of $630,279.58 since the original 
purchases. This is money that may not be spent but increases the overall value of 
our portfolio. As anticipated for 2019 the dividends, which may be spent, from 
the stock market mutual funds fell to 40%. As interest rates decline, | expect the 
dividends to make up a larger portion of the Sawyer’s fund income for 2020. 


Bookkeeper change: 
Angela Nelson served as Bookkeeper for the Trust Funds from January 1 to August 
6, 2019, at which point she moved into to the Town Treasurer role. Upon her 


departure as Bookkeeper, Susan Edwards was appointed to fill out the term 
ending January 1, 2020.

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OLD HOME ADDRESS IN CROYDON as appeared in NH Argus and Spectator, 
published in Newport, Aug 30, 1901 





By Augusta Cooper Bristol (1901) 

When I was honored by the invitation 
of your committee not only to participate 
in the festivities of this occasion, but also 
to take prominent part in the program of 
entertainment I was for many days In a 
state of hesitation and indecision on the 
matter. ‘There seemed to me 80 miny 
reasone for refusing. 

But why not accept? Were not these 
hills and dales, these valleys and uplands 
mine from birth, pre-eminently mine, 
even from -the blue mountain behind us, 
standing sentinel over all, to Spectacle 
Pond and the buttercup meadows at the 
foot of the entire slope? 

I say ‘‘pre-eminently mine.” For was 
it not myself of all the nurseliugs that 
Nature gathered into her retired folds 
among the hills—myself a barefooted 
child of 8 years, towhom ghe whispered 
her secret words of rythm and song, and 
with loving command bade me express as 
best I could the beauty she was reveal- 
ing ,to my open vision, day by day, in 
this little town of Croydon? I obeyed 
her. ‘That was fifty-eight years ugo. 

Pre-eminently mine, because Nature 
elected me out of all her herded flock to 
behold the vision of her glory right 
here, in this hill encircled spot, this yil- 
lage nest of twenty or thirty houses. 
Why should I] nut take partip these fes- 
tivities? Of course it was eminently be- 
fitting. Besides, as the sons of Croydon, 
on previous oveasions of this kind, had 
honored themselves and their birthplace 
with fluent and sparkling speech, why 
should not one of her daughters bring up 


the rear, even though she could no more Din an exultant tone, * 


than bring some flowering wnyrtle io her 
fingers and scatter it softly on the grave 
of the past. ‘ 


Yet why should I participate in this 
program, I said to myself; Croydon has 
alfeady been treated from the standpoint 
of history and reminiscence by former 
speakers, and eloquence and wit from 
orators in the very prime of their intel- 
lects have garnished the subject. No 
nook is Jeft me from which to take a new 
point of view ; and to give even 1 palatable 
re-hash of what has heretofore been pre- 
sented, can hardly be expected from 2 
woman well in the borderland of uge. 

While I was in this uupleasnnt mental 
condition of ‘pro and con,” I suddenly 
remembered 2 trivial little incident that 
oveurred when I was visiting here six 
years ago, in the early springtime, .\pril 
1. The remembrance awakened within 
me a train of ideas and of rensoning, that 
I thought might be presented at this 
thne and identify me, once at least, with 
these delightful occasions. 
fl ‘the incident was simply this I had 
taken the road that leads to the lovely 
little cemetery, below the high hill that 
overlooks theriver. Some pussy-willows 
by the wayside had begun to brighten in 
color, and were alrendy pushing forward 
the soft gray velvet of their buds. Likea 
child of six years instead of sixty. I 
clambered among the bushes and began 
break off'the tufted silken heads thut I 
might take them to my room inthe farm 
homestead. Just as J commenved these 
depredations I observed a horse and 
wagon moving toward ine on the quiet 
road, with a driver whose outward ap- 
pearance was simply that of the working 
Yankee farmer. As I was not expecting 
that this individual could possibly beany- 


one who would recognize me, or whom J. 


could recognize, 80 great had been the 
change that time had wrought in us all, } 
turned my back full upon the rond, giv: 
ing my whole attention to the willows 
until the ‘‘team*™ should pass. But some- 
what to my consternation. just as it got op- 
posite me, the team was hauled up with a 
firm ‘*whoa,’’ and the clear voice of the 
driver accosted me in true Yankee fash- 
jon, that is, with a question. “Is this 
Gussie Cooper?" he asked. ‘lurning, I 
recognized a schoolfellow of my child- 
hood and early girlhood. The little brick 
schoolhouse at my left had witnessed 
time and time again our sturdy competi- 
tions in spelling; not in anything else, 
for I was his senior by a year or 
two, and spellers like poets are born 
that way. and he was one of them. 
Referring to these youthful days, he said 
I remember spell- 
Ing you down at the Croydon Flat school. 
You went down on the word ‘quay.’” 
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Now when he was enjoying this ‘tact, I 
did not turn woman-like and say, “It was 
I who helped you to spell it right. since 
there was but two ways to spell a word 
pronounced that way when you and I 
went to school. There was ‘key’ for un- 
locking, and ‘quay’ a wharf, and as I 
chose the wrong key, it left the right one 
for you.” Ob no, I didn't say that. I 
joined heartily in,.the pleasant remem- 
brance, and I spoke of the intellectual 
activity we used to have in those days. 
‘Yes,’ he replied quickly, “But we are 
all fools now. Nobody knows any- 
thing.” 


[ have often thought of that man’s re- 
mark. Ofcourse it was intended as an 
extravagant statement, for that has been 
the colloqhial characteristic of Croydon’s 
sons and daughters from time imme- 
morial. Their trumpets give no uncer- 
tain sound, yet it was evident that this 
was not 3 new thought to him—an idea 
which at thaf moment occurred. ‘The 
tone of his yojce indicated that it had’ 
.gained rootage in his mind. Now Itis 
- possible that there are others before me 
‘fin this audience who sometimes enter- 
‘tain an opinion slightly akin to that 
iwhich he expressed. It ts possible that 
in recognizing the merits of your ances- 
‘tors, the virtue, courage and efliclency 
‘of Croydon's pioneers, you are liable to 
‘depreciate yourtelves, and in some de- 
‘gree nt lease to undervalue the present. 
‘If such should be the result of the retro- 
spection and conviviality of Old Home 
Day, it would be truly unfortunate, and 
we may avert itto x considerable degree 
by delineating bridAy the condition of 
thts our native town fifty-tive yenrs ago, 
and contrasting It with her condition of 
the present time. Yet to do this would 
almost constitute an initial chapter In 
my own biography; nevertheless it 
would enable us to judge whether on the 
whole Croydon js iu a state of progress 
or of retrogression. No doubt we may 
tind some credit marks in the past that 
are simply blank at the present time, but 
let ue glance over the recurds that we 
may judge for vurselves if Croydon {8 a 
plus orminus quantity in the equation of 
general progress. 

Let us first consider the external ap- 
pearance of Croydon sixty yeurs ngo and 
contrast it with its present uspect. Here 
in Enst Village, or in common vernacular 
**Slumshire,” there has not been much 
change in the number of dwelling houses. 
Ten ora dozen new ones shave been ad- 
ded and six at least torn down, as belng 
not only uninhabitable but offensive to 
longer remuiy in thelr places, even a8 a 
shelter for cattle or forage. 


OLD HOME ADDRESS IN CROYDON (cont.) 


I remember that in my childhood some 
of these crazy and tottering structures 
had been vhristened by this laughter- 
loving comnmunity. Ove was named the 
“Box Trap,“ and another the “Long 
Wharf,” and there were other appropri- 
ate titles which now escupe my memory. 
In several of these old shackly dwellings 
lived ragged aud sufferlog children, who, 
with their parents, knew only biting pov- 
erty whichever way they turned; and 
from time to time these families In their 
dire necessity applied to the overseers of 
the poor for assistance. And most 
meagre assistance it was, [can assure 
you, either inthe way of fvod, clothing 
or fuel. The idea was never entertained 
that they could be made comfortable, but | 
simply that thelr existence should be con- 
tinued. ‘I'he residents here in the village 
were familiar with this sort of thing. 
There was never any expectation that it 
would be different. 

The dwelling houses that were well 
preserved, and which still serve as perma- 
nent homes in this yillage, by no means 
wore the pleasant exterior they present 
today. ‘There has been much remodel- 
ing, many have been enlarged, the interi- 
ors bave been re-fashioned and arranged 
not only for convenience and comfort, 
but with 2 view to render them more at- 
tractive to the eye. 

We had no church in those days, elther 
here or at Croydon Fiat. ‘The nearest 
‘hurch was amile and one-half distant; 
a steep and stony road must be climbed 
to reach ft, and 80 far as serying the real 
relizious needs of the Croydon people the 
solemn structure stood as a monumental 
failure. But today this neat and suit- 
able edifice In which we are assémbled 
serves for the people’s Sabbath worship. 
Before it was built the religious services 
of the village, more or less intermittent, 
were held in the town hall, a building 
which has been transformed from its 
former uncouth appearance to its present 
appropriate aspect.

Large stones and boards and 
logs and old pieces of lumber wore per- 
mitted to lie anywhere near, without the 
shadow of an idea of having a pleasant 
recreation ground for pupils, or leaving 
in open common around the town hall. 
Had one strenuously argued for such a 
course he would have been either the jest 
of the community or considered well off 


Blbalance. What has become of the un- 


couth rocky swamp near the brick school- 
house, with its stagnant water, it frog- 
spawn and polliwogs? It has elther dis- 
appeared or become so metamorphosed 
by time that I do not recognize ft. 
Compare the roads of Croydon sixty 
years ago with those of the present, not 
forgetting the roadsides. I belleve that 
just a8 long ago as I can remember the 
road that winds along those beautiful lit- 
tle ponds to Croydon Flat was being 
built. For years and years it was en- 
titled by the community the ‘New Road,’(q 
to designate it from others, and for aught 
I know to the contrary, may wear that 
distinction today. My mother used to 
tell me that before that road was made 
that one must needs go over the hill to 
get to Newport, over a road always rough 
with stones and gullied by the rain. It 
must have required courage and resolu- 
tion In the winter season to leave this 
sheltered nes¢ of a village and drive up 
the circuitous incline, although there may 
have been a partial compensation in the 
rayid descent on the other side. But the 
‘‘New Road" was a household phrase, al- 
ways epoken with a hearty cheer, for my 
revered father had r hand in its making, 
ns he had with nearly every project of 
improvement in the town, aud it seemed 
to me that whatever he approved carried 
the blessing of the whole universe with 
Hence when the household talked 
, cheeringly of the ‘New Road” my child 


“jes heart began to invest it with ideal and 
© beautiful imaginings. 


At that time there was no dwelling 
house on the new route from its point of 
4 departure with the old road until it reach- 
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fo unexplored territory so far as we 
children were concerned. .\ few years 
later a respected citizen of the village, a 


Asitent elderly man who had never mar- 


ried and whom some of you will remem- 
ber—Royal Morse—built hima domicile 
on the “New Road,” just opposite the 
Island. Bird and hillside brook were his 
voives of greeting at sunrise and sunset. 
I named this domicile ‘‘Bachelor’s Hall,” 
and to my then highly romantic mind the 
New Road became enhanced in poetic in- 
terest by this hermitage. So much so 
that one day in my early teens I was am- 
bitious enough to apostrophize {t In verse. 
I have long since forgotten most of the 


poem, but a part of it ran In this fashion: 

The flowery edged roatl where the linnet 1s 
sounding 

Tho good-bye of love to the hastening day, 

Where the pond’s sllvor waves in their gladness 
are bounding, 

Ap cadows suaile out of the well beaten way 

The picture brings back all my cariler child 
hood, 

When, to cscapo fromall duty and thrall, 

lsought the still way, through the alders and 
wildwobdd— 

The quiot road leading by Bacholor's Hall, 


I sang with the birds on my oft stolen ramble, 
And pullell every blossom that greeted my eye, 
And picked all the frult from the blackberry 
Drambio 
, That grew on the green sunny island near by. 
The bachelor’s cot, like a forest bird brooding, 
Sat low 'nenth the hill, yet looked out upon all, 
And a brook from tho hillside, with laughter In- 


truding, 

Broke up the sweet silence ‘round Bachelor's 
Ball. 

The cot’s Joncly Somate, when the day was just 
dawning, 

Woke up with the blossuins, and birds in the 
trees, 

Ife gave them a smile In the bright summer

Some years later the hermitage was 
gradually transformed, the recluse was 
gathered to his rest, and now a thriving 
homestead, with the well tilled island as 
an agricultural domain, vharois the eye 
of the summer visitor among these hills. 


Glossary of terms, people and places Augusta Cooper Bristol addresses in her speech. 


#1 “I had taken the road that leads to the lovely little cemetery, below the high hill that overlooks the 
river”: This is in reference to the East Village Cemetery on Cash Street that overlooks the Sugar River. 


#2 “I remember spelling you down at the Croydon Flat School.”: The Croydon Flat School building still 
exists, and has been renovated as the residence of Laura and John Thorson on Croydon Brook Rd. 


#3 “The nearest church was a mile and a half distant, a steep and stony road”: Early religious groups 
services were held in the first Meeting House at the Pinnacle from 1774-1794, at the second Meeting 
House at the Pinnacle from 1794-1828 and then also in the Church at Four Corners from 1826-1860. 
Yes, uphill all the way for some early settlers, steep and stony. And muddy too in season. The center of 
town eventually moved from Four Corners to the East Village district about 1839. A nice new Methodist 
church was built there in 1854, amidst level surroundings along the river. When the Congregational 
Church at Four Corners was dismantled in 
1881 parts of the original church were either 
saved or recycled. The motto, which hung be-  ~ 
hind the pulpit, was rescued by Mrs. Ruell Dur- : 
kee. She was the daughter of Benjamin Bar- 
ton, Esq., and had grown up at Four Corners. 
She engaged artists to restore the motto 
HOLINESS UNTO THE LORD before it was 
placed in the East Village Church, where it can 
still be seen today. (RC 25 Aug 1881,4) During the 
1910 Croydon Old Home Day celebration, Mrs. 
Mary M. Sibley, who grew up in Four Corners, 
stated that the last service at the Church 
building was in 1860, and that she was in at- 
tendance. After the building closed, she states 
that the Congregationalists held their meetings — 


in School House No. 1 at Four Corners. (Granite 
Monthly, 1910, 304, 306 





#4 “the vitiated air and no ventilation?”: Yes, I had to look it up in the dictionary. Impaired quality of 
air, either too hot, too cold and germy? 


#5 “What has became of the uncouth rocky swamp near the brick schoolhouse...” It is long gone now. 
But many fond memories for old-timers was to play in a swamp, get wet and catch frogs and polliwogs! 
In Croydon or elsewhere. 


#6 The “New Road...” (now Rte 10) starts from McIntosh's to Croydon Flat along the river, which is why 
you don't see any 'old' houses in that stretch. Prior travel to Newport was via Glidden Rd to Pinnacle, to 
Croydon Turnpike, very winding and uphill/downhill!, or from Barton Rd, over Glidden Bridge (just big 
trusses now) and up to Baltimore Hill's small community, then turning and following the river on the 
other side towards Croydon Flat, thence Newport. Over the river, through the woods and hill and dale! 


#7 “the two ponds, then uncleared and wild, yet tempting with berries and wintergreen, (intervale) was 
called the “Island. “Later “with the well tilled island as an agricultural domain...” “ This is between Spec- 
tacle Pond, where the Storage Unit Facility is now. 


#8,#9 “a respected citizen of the village, a silent elderly man...” was Royal Morse, brother of Samuel 
Morse the Judge/Lawyer whose home is now the Croydon Historical Society Museum, just down the 
road. Fast forward to the present, Royal built his house which Augusta called “Bachelor's Hall” across 
from the intervale of Spectacle Ponds. That house on the 'New Road!’ is still there (McIntosh residence, on Rte 
10) also renovated. 
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Augusta Cooper Bristol (April 17, 1835 — May 9, 1910) was an American poet and lecturer. She 
began teaching at the age of fifteen. In 1869, she published a volume of poems, and, the same year, 
gave her first public lecture. Beginning in 1872, she was frequently called before the public as a speaker. 


Augusta was born in Croydon, New Hampshire, the youngest of a family of ten children of Col. Otis 
and Hannah (Powers) Cooper. Her first verses were written at the age of eight, and she had poems pub- 
lished when only fifteen. She excelled in mathematics and showed in her early life an aptitude for logical 
and philosophical reasoning. The greater part of her education was acquired in a public school, (our own 
1780 red brick schoo/) but she was also a student in Canaan Union Academy and Kimball Union Acade- 


my. (Wikipedia) 

She was early distinguished for a vigorous intellect, great fondness for music, and a passion for poetry 
and literature. She taught school with decided success from sixteen to twenty-one. She gave much at- 
tention to music and her frequent contributions, both of poetry and prose, to some of the leading jour- 
nals and magazines of the day, commencing at the age of fifteen, found many admirers. (Croydon Centen- 


nial by Edmund Wheeler)

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STREET OBSTRUCTION ORDINANCE 


Pursuant to the authority conferred under the provisions of RSA 41:11 and RSA 
47:17 Vl, the Board of Selectmen of the Town of Croydon enact the following 
ordinance regarding street obstruction (s) for all town highways, streets, lanes, 


alleys, right of ways, or public sidewalks so as to not obstruct the passage of men, 
vehicle or snowplows. 


No person (s) shall deposit by any manner or means anything on or in a highway 
which causes it to be unsuitable for travel. This Ordinance also applies to the 
placement of snow and the covering of fire hydrants with debris or snow on all 
town roads, lanes and alleys with RSA 236:20. 


The penalty for such a violation of this ordinance shall be up to $50 fine for a first 
offense up to $1000 dollars thereafter, such penalty shall be punished as 
prescribed by RSA 31:39 for each offense.

I am writing to thank you for your past support and to respectfully request that the Town 
of Croydon appropriate $2,100 of Town funds to Lake Sunapee Region VNA & Hospice 
(LSRVNA) for FY2020 to support unreimbursed and charity care provided by LSRVNA 
to Croydon residents. This request is equal to a per capita rate of $2.76 and is based on a 
Town population of 761.! 


In 2019 LSRVNA continued to provide comprehensive acute home care and hospice 
services, regardless of individual insurance coverage or ability to pay, in Croydon and 
more than thirty other local towns. Because our population continues to age rapidly the 
demand for vital home health, hospice and supportive services is only increasing. 
According to the U.S. Census Bureau, 10,000 people continue to turn 65 years of age in 
the United States each day and 20% of New Hampshire’s 1.3 million residents will be age 
65+ by next year. 63% of our agency's revenue comes from Medicare for services 
provided to this same age group. At the same time, however, the available workforce is 
shrinking. This “perfect storm” requires that we dedicate significant resources to recruit 
and retain quality staff to meet the growing need in this highly competitive environment. 
Our most precious resource is our people, the dedicated caregivers who go into homes 
and improve lives 365 days a year. Support from partners like you helps us to remain an 
employer of choice and fulfill our mission in your community and beyond. 


In support of our request, here are a few of our services offered to the residents of 
Croydon: 


“* Provided nursing, therapy and in-home long-term supportive care to Croydon 
residents; 


“* 9% of our visits were provided under the NH Medicaid program. The NH

With NH being the 2” largest older population in the country, SCNS continues to prevent 
senior hunger by providing adequate nutrition to your older residents through our Meals- 
on-Wheels program.

West Central Behavioral Health has been fortunate, over the years, to receive support from the Town of 
Croydon, helping to ensure that residents of Croydon have access to community mental health services 
when needed. Although we have not received the contribution requested last year, West Central 
Behavioral Health provided mental health services for 3 Croydon residents, including 1 child. 


WCBH is the only provider of comprehensive, community-based mental health treatment and support 
services in the area. Services provided include outpatient care for children and families dealing with 
depression, substance use disorder services, treatment for those with severe mental illness, and 
emergency services for those in crisis. Throughout the region, we assist close to 2,200 individuals each 
year and provide over $600,000 in charitable care annually. Now, having largely succeeded in 
eliminating waiting lists for services, it is easier for those in your community and across the region to 
get the help they need, when they need it. 


This year, we respectfully request the Town of Croydon’s support (July 1, 2019 through June 30, 2020) 
in the amount of $700.00. The cost of providing care has increased in recent years, even as we have 
continued to provide services to all, regardless of ability to pay.

School Board 2019 Report 


We started the year welcoming Frank Perotti to the Croydon School District. He has taken on 
the roles of Superintendent and Special Education Director. Frank has already proven to be a 
good leader. He worked with Principal Christine Baker to hire two new teachers and create a 
great team and learning environment in Croydon Village School. At our board meetings we feel 
that they all work well and openly together, and parents tell us that the school environment is 
also very positive. We also welcomed back Business Administrator Beth Bierwirth, whose help 
with budgets both last year and this year have been immeasurable. 


The board has a goal of turning CVS back into the model of a one-room schoolhouse, grouping 
students more by ability than by age, to make it easier to help each student progress. Toward 
this end, we facilitated the application for a state-level effort to bring Universal Design for 
Learning to our school. The superintendent, principal, and teachers all embraced this program. 
They worked hard to write the proposal, and were excited when we were accepted. The board 
members have been invited to participate in the professional development sessions — even 
though we have not been able to do so, we fully support the program. The board is also 
supporting a plan to update academic materials and technology over time. 


In more boring but necessary news, the board has accepted a number of policies required for 
federal grants and has written some policies to provide guidance to staff in some areas, 
including Tuitioning, Residency, and Kindergarten Readiness. 


Our school choice program is still going well, with parents choosing more and more different 
schools in the area that suit their children’s needs. Our program was highlighted in a letter to 
the editor at the Conway Daily Sun as being a good model for school funding. The timing of this 
letter is important, since many districts in the state would like to change the funding model. We 
would also like to report that a bill (HB 721-FN-LOCAL) was passed by the House on 1/8/2020, 
which, if passed into law, would require any private schools that accept tuitioned students to 
provide their own special education services. This would mean less local control and the 
possibility of either a tuition increase or the possibility that our private schools will not be able 
to meet the special ed needs and therefore not be able to accept tuitioned students at all. 
Currently, our administration works with the private schools to make sure all the necessary 
special education services (e.g., physical therapy, occupational therapy, and speech) are 
provided. We sent a letter to the Senate Education Committee and the Governor pointing out 
that there is no reason for such a bill since the current approach, which is already defined by 
law, works just fine. The district aims to testify at the Senate Education and Workforce 
Development Committee public hearing, on which our own Senator Ruth Ward sits. Senator 
Ward is a strong supporter of school choice. We are hopeful that this bill will not become law, 
but it can use everyone’s support. Please email or call Senator Ward to tell her how you feel 
about this bill.

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Superintendent’s Report 


Since March 2019, I have been working with the Croydon Village School and the School 
District in the capacity of Superintendent and Director of Special Education. I have been 
very pleased with the commitment of the School Board and the staff to continue the valued 
traditions and CVS’s reputation as a high-quality school. 


There is a rich history here and wonderful traditions such as the Halloween parade, the 
Holiday Concert and Winter activities. The Red Brick School house, “Little Red” is a 
treasure in itself. So much of the identity of a small-town centers around the local school. 
Economics and the cost of education often cause towns to make hard decisions around 
tuitioning students out completely, losing that center and identity or maintaining the 
school. I will continue to do my very best to bring my experience and knowledge to my 
work to ensure that the traditions and history are honored and maintained and we remain 
cost effective. 


School is about children, families and community. All of us making a commitment to do 
our very best with what we have creates positive outcomes. The children of Croydon 
deserve the best that can be provided with the resources the community can afford, 
meeting community values and desires. I am very excited to be working with this 
community and its children and making that a reality. 


We have a very wonderful faculty and staff on board for this year. Everyone worked hard 
over the summer to make sure were ready for opening day. That work ethic, commitment 
to children, dedication to high quality teaching and positive attitude has continued through 
the year. School is a happy, engaged, creative and productive place. I love coming to 
work and sharing the space with young children and committed professional educators and 
support staff. 


We have discovered some challenges, but those really become opportunities to make 
progress. Our students have been doing well, but they could do better. We need to revise 
all of our curriculums which are out of date. We need to then align the teaching to those 
curriculums so we have articulation of the state standards and competencies up through 
fourth grade. Getting that done, and supporting those curriculums with materials and 
resources will help us send students to our receiving schools fully ready to participate and 
achieve at high levels. This effort will take time and we propose to begin a multi-year 
plan to gradually update books, materials, and technology to keep us up to standard. 


This year’s proposed budget shows very modest investments in those directions and we 
are writing as many grants as we can to support those efforts. Teaching Principal 
Christine Baker will talk more about current student achievement at the Croydon Village 
School. 


I have really appreciated my first year in Croydon. I believe we have had a very 
successful year and I look forward to continuing to be able to serve the children and the 
community of Croydon.

Teaching Principal’s Report 
Submitted by: Christine Baker 


Croydon Village School has had a chance to grow and thrive this school year! CVS 
underwent staff changes and additions which has led to a strong core team of educators 
who are collaborating each day to build an atmosphere of high expectations in both 
social and academic areas. One highlight of this collaboration is the teaching staff's 
commitment to a multi-year professional development initiative, Universal Design for 
Learning (UDL). The goal of this work is for students to become expert learners through 
the design of engaging instruction that offers multiple means of expression and 
representation. The goal of student achievement is at the heart of Croydon Village 
School's collaboration! 


Croydon Village School utilizes the school-wide STAR 360 assessment tool for early 
literacy, reading and math. This assessment is administered as a benchmark to all 
students three times per year and intermittently throughout the year as one way to 
monitor student progress. This data allows teachers to make adjustments to instruction 
to target student needs. Significant growth has been noted in first graders in the area of 
early literacy as a result of the addition of a teacher to the staff. Last year, 38% of these 
students as kindergartners were at or above the benchmark expectation. This year, 75% 
of those same students as first graders are meeting or above the benchmark 
expectation. 


Croydon Village School benefits from its strong community connections. Students 
hosted a Veterans’ Day event where guest speakers came to speak to them about their 
military service. Students also led the “The Star Spangled Banner’, designed 
placemats and did a poetry reading at the annual Veterans’ Dinner. The Historical 
Society welcomed students to visit the museum and barn to gain understanding about 
Croydon’s town history and observe historical artifacts. The Historical Society also 
connects with the school for an annual Memorial Day walk where students place flags 
on the gravesites of military service members and place a memorial wreath water. In 
addition, the Auxiliary donates many resources to the school. The Volunteer Fire 
Department hosted a visit during Fire Prevention week for students to learn about fire 
safety and fire equipment. Chief Lee is a familiar face at our school and has met with 
Students for lunch and safety discussions. Finally, Camp Coniston provides scholarship 
opportunity for our fourth grade students each year. The Croydon Community's 
relationship with the Croydon Village School is an important part of the school’s 
SUCCESS. 


Family involvement and participation are found here at Croydon Village School. 
Croydon Village School’s PTO (Parent Teacher Organization) continues to support 
student enrichment through several fundraising campaigns including Yankee Candle 
Fundraiser, Box Tops for Education collections and Lil’ Caesars Pizza Kit Sales. The 
PTO meets each month to plan and coordinate these events.The PTO is also 
responsible for coordinating Winter Program activities of skiing/snowboarding or 
swimming through the month of January.
